“Bus Fares. 


The more I look at the Dublin "bus 
services, the more I realise how badly they 
need some measure of co-ordination or 
control. The owners of these vehicles 
seem to have varying ideas uf the routes 
to be served, the times at which they 
should run, and the fares to be charged. 
It in hard to understand why a penny 
fare, for instance, should bring a pas- 
wenger quite a long way on the north side 
of the Liffey, while the minimum charge 
on the south side is twopence, or three- 
halipence. From Westland row to the

No definite date can be given for the 
time when the 
actually started, but, looking up tome old 
records the other day, I found that about 
the year 1820 Mr. John Russel, 4 Cumber- 
land man, came over to Ireland and, after 
remaining a short time in Dublin, settled 
in Limerick at this industry. He began 
business in conjunction with Mr. Matter-

that name. In. 1820 pigs were cheap;

‘* Berwick ” began to be applied to a 
emall class of animal which has ever since 
been distinguished by that name. Prac- 
tically, the honour of curing the first of 
the famed Limerick hams belongs to Mr. 
Russel, who adovted a method that he saw 
practised in the town of Berwick-on- 
Tweed. The business was an uphill one 
at first. Trade with England was in its 
infancy, and the merchants clubbed 
together to equip a small fleet to ply be- 
tween London and Limerick. These 
“Limerick liners” sailed irregularly, 
and sometimes took two months to make 
the voyage. One of the ships went out 
with a cargo of hams, and encountered 
such severe weather that when she arrived 
in London her cargo was gone. It had 
been eaten by the captain and crew. 


Berths for Hams. 


Here is one of the shipping notes in 
respect to a cargo carried at that time: 
“ Shipped by the Grace of God; in’ good 
order and well conditioned, by Joseph 
Matterson, in and upon the good ship 
Ariel, whereoí is master under God, for 
this present voyage, Henry Carter, and 
now riding af anchér m the River 
Shannon carrying 130 loose hams, being 
marked and numbered “as in the margin, 
to be delivered at the aforesaid Port of 
London, with Messfs. H. J. Johnson and 
Co., or to his asignee ; he and they paying 
freight for the said goods—twenty-five 
shillings per ton, with primage and 
average accustomed. In witness whereof 
. And so, God send the good ship 
to her desired port of safety. 
14th June, 1834.” The note referred to 
on the margin specifies that the 130 hams 
shall be carried in cabin berths. So great 
was the importance attached to the con- 
veyance of the much-prized edibles.

night. Perhaps, it was the title that kept 
the audience on the small side; but it should 
be known that this is one of the most attrac- 
tive comedies that the Gate Theatre has 
offered, and that it contains nothing that will 
make homan hair imitate the “‘ quills upon 
the fretful porcupine.’’ It is, in fact, a very 
delightful comedy, beautifully staged and ex- 
cellently acted; a play which should certainly 
be seen as soon as possible. 


DEATH’S HOLIDAY. 

Tired of his power and-his loneliness, Death 
decides upon a holiday, and enters the castle 
of Duke Lamberto as a guest for a three-day 
visit, The location of the castle in this pro- 
duction was indeterminate; there are Italian 


| names and titles, and the guests speak oí the 


guality of English people in mixed accents. 
In the guise of a Russian Prince, Sirki, Death 
heralds his approach by a series of mysterious 
events, in which members of the Duke’s house 
yartv have miraculous escapes from death. 


in the person of Baron Cesarea, life in all 
forms becomes exuberant, and nothing dies. 
The Prince becomes a mortal, and finds that 
what began as a jest ends in grim earnest. 
The expert in conclusions, as he names him- 
self, found his own end and his conqueror. 
The love of the dreamy Grazia is strong 
enough to conquer Death by holding Deatb 
within the toils of his mortalhty. 

“ Death Takes a Holiday ” suggests a com- 
bination of ‘“‘ Land of Heart’s Desire’’ and 
James Stephens’s angels who descended upon 
the Donnybrook road. Grazia is in the 
position of Mary Bruin, and Death ultimately 
succumbs to the lures of the flesh as did 
James Stephens’s angeis. There is in the 
play an idea that is not too much of a 
strain on the intellect, but just sufficient to 
offer a mild stimulant. It would, perhaps, 
be too much to expect that any author 
should have anything new to say abort 
death, but the Italian and American authors 
who have contributed to this play have 
viewed and presented it from a new angle. 
There is no profound phildsophy in it, but 
neither is there anything morbid, and it can 
be confidently recommended to those who 
desire a play that is not confined entirely to 
vapid chatter. It is in reality a comedy 
in which Death tries to laugh at humanity 
and ends hy laughing at himself. 


EXCELLENT ACTING. 

As is usual at the Gate Theatre, the pro- 
duction, under the direction of Mr. Hilton 
Edwards, was excellent, and the settings 
designed by Mr. Micheal MacLiammoir were 
delightfully appropriate. 

In the exacting part of Death, alias Prince 
Sirki, Mr. MaclLiammoir gave what was, 
probably, the best performance of his career 
at the Gate Theatre. Sinister enough in the 
beginning, he rapidly developed into the man- 
of-the-world postulated by his author, with- 
out in any way permitting his real identity 
to be forgotten. It was a masterly piece of 
acting. Miss Betty Chancellor’s Grazia will 
also enhance the reputation which this 
vonng actress has deserved in recent months; 
her scene with Prince Sirki in the third art 
will rank as her greatest achievement to date, 
A very finished study of an old courtier was 
given by Mr. Edward Lexy, who kent the 
comedy of his part perfectly in tune with 
the quiet comedy of the entire piay. Mr. 
Orson Welles, as Baron Lamberto, did much

to satisfy those who have doubts of his pos- 
sibilities; it was an excellent impersonation. 
The young Corrado’s doubts and fears were 
finely stressed by Mr. Patrick O’Moore, and 
Mr. Lionel Dymoke made a splendid Major 
Whitread, Misses Coralie Carmichael and 
Meriel Moore both rose to the demands of 
their scene with the Prince; but, generally, 
the ladies have not been well treated by their 
author.

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WHY SHIPS ARE NOT 
MACHINES. 


HUMAN FLOTSAM. 
— — — 


From OUR HARBOUR CORRESPONDENT. — 
OWADAYS many people regard ships 
N as a piece of locomotive machinery, 
oply distinctive from a train or an 
omnibus, insomuch that they enable mankind 
to travel across the surface of the ocean. 
The sailor of experience, however, claims 
that there is a further difference—that: a 
ship, after she leaves her sombre birthplace 
aa sails into the sunshine of the world, 
takes a step which can be followed only by 
‘close study of her moods. She has the power 
of making her crew realise their own we 
fections and is slow to forgive them their 
mistakes. General rules may be followed 
with regard to her loading and handling, but, 
should any of her idiosyncrasies be over- 
looked, she cam correct such ignorance or 
capeiesenens with the wholesome aiscipline of 
ear. 

The weather in the Irish Sea last week was 
stormy enough to enable the masters of ships 
to discover wherein lay the strength and fail- 
ings of their vessels. The arrival of dawn on 
Tuesday and Wednesday was heralded by 
clouds. flushed with gold and crimson, inter- 
spersed with patches of green sky—a scene 
of exquisite beauty to the eye of an artist, but 
an ominous sign to that of the sailor. On 
each occasion a wild day rushed in, tome 
out the glories of the morning with jag 
rainclouds which fled before the wrath of a 
westerly gale. It seemed, however, to make 
little difference to the coasters and colliers. 
They swung into the Liffey.as usual, showing 
no evidence of their trying ordeal, beyond, 
perhaps, the salt stains on their funnels. 

FEWER VISITORS. 

The activity on the Liffey which prevailed 
at the beginning of the New Year eased down 
considerably during the past week. The Clair- 
ton, of Kearney (N.J.), 3,737 tons register, 
under the command of Captain rome 
called on her usual round from Baltimore 
ma Glasgow and Belfast with general cargo. 
Captain Reynolds, when questioned with 
regard to the rumour that the Panama Cane! 
might have to close down owing to the dearth 
in shipping, asserted that such was far from 
being the case. ‘‘In fact,” he added, “I 
understand that more money is about to be 
spent. in order that some of the existing locks 
can be enlarged.’’ 

Possibly, the Alhama, of Glasgow, owned 
by Messrs. Bruce and Company, which 
arrived the other day from Valéncis and 
Malaga with general cargo, encounters more 
bad weather for her size than any other 
visitor to the Liffey. Although only 705 tons 
register, she fights her way stoically, be it 
summer or, winter, across the Bay of. Biscay, 
whose sinister reputation is known even to 
the landsman. Her cargo as a rule consists 
of marble and fruit, and she is described 
locally as “one of the fruit ships.” 

THE ALHAMA’S STOWAWAY. 

During her last trip the passage went un- 
eventfully until the vessel was six hours out 
from Malaga, when, to the astonishment of 
her crew, a stranger suddenly appeared 
among — them. He .was a stowaway. 
‘‘My name?” he said “with a snap of -his 
fingers when questioned: hy the crew; ‘* what 
oes it matter? Pietro Libra. What do 1 do? 
Nothing—everything. Where I ? Where 
da ship go; Livpool, London, Dublin—it is 
all da same. I no care.” 

Pietro. is a Portuguese subject, from Pau, 
on the north-west. coast. of Africa, and five 
years’ service in the Spanish Foreign Legion 
is but one incident which he has crammed 
into a varied life of thirty-five-years, «His 
problem in life is to exist. Having «suc- 
veeded in this object when on hoard: the 
Alhama, he worried no further until. the bow 
of the vessel touched the: North. Wall at 
Dublin, when, jumping ashore, he tried’ to 
elude the Customs officials’ at. the gates. 
Capture was but a matter of moments, and 
ultimately he was sentenced to a month's 
mprisonment at Monntjoy. 

His remark to thé magistrate, on hearing 
the septence,. was characteristic, embracing 
his mental outlook on. an unsympathatic 
world. “ One muns, two muns, tree muns— 
all the same., I no care.” What did. it 
matter. indeed? . The problem of existence 
was solved ofce again for the time being. 

WHERE THE DANGER LIES. 

Some people consider imprisonment rather 
a drastic punishment for a rson who 
commits no greater crime than that. of stow- 
ing away on board ship. It’ is not the free 
passage and food, however, which worry 
shipping’ companies, but ,the, danger: that 
arises through carelessness on the part of 
a stowaway in lighting matches and smoking 
cigarettes among, perhaps, . cargo of an 
inflammable nature.

A cuit Court to-day, before Judge 

Sheehy, a young man, Francis Brady, 

a lorry driver, employed by Messrs. McCor 

mick, of Monaghan, was charged with the 

manslaughter of Edward McArdle, a farmer, 

of Annyalla. The occurftence took place on 

the roal near McArdle’s home on the even- 
ing of November 30 last. 

The evidence was that while McArdle was 
driving his cows home along the main road 
between Castleblayney and } sein he was 
struck by the lorry driven by Brady. He 
sustained serious internal injuries, and died 
the same night while he was being removed 
to hospital in Monaghan. The dog which bad 
accompanied McArdle on the occasion was 
killed on the roadside. 

Brady stated that he was driving at fifteen 
miles an hour, and during “the dense fog he 
had driven carefully. When he came to within 
some yards of the cattle on the roadside he 
put on his brakes, arid took his lorry to the 
opposite side of the road. .As hé did this one 
of the cattle left the remainder and went 
across the road. At thé game time he saw 
a man emerge from behind the cattle. He 
(Brady) locked his lorry towards the ditch. 
The lorry bit the ditch, the steering wen: out 
of order, and the lorry came back again on 
the roadside. At no time did he féel a bump 
ágainst the lorry, but when he stopped he 
heard a man moening, and found McArdle 
on the roadside. 

In cross-examination by Mr. J. J. Keenan 
(State Solicitor), the driver denied that he 
had been driving the lorry at an excessive 
speed. He was strictly temperate. and had 
been driving for four years every day. 

Replying to Judge Sheehy, the witness 
stated that he believed he could pull up his 
lorry in a few yards at the speed at which 
he was travelling. He could only see five or 
six yards ahead of him with the fog at its 
worst, 

The jury returned a verdict ' Not guilty,” 
ahd thé accused man was discharged.
